Stopgap spending OK’d

WASHINGTON — Lawmakers in both the 
House and Senate began heading home for the 
holidays Thursday after averting a government 
shutdown by approving a stopgap spending bill 
that will fund the federal bureaucracy through 
Jan. 19. 

But after the House approved a long-sought $81 
billion disaster-relief package for victims of Hurri- 
cane Harvey and other natural disasters, Senate 
leaders said they wouldn’t take up the measure 
until January — a bitter setback 
for the Texas delegation. 

“This has been a painful sea- 
son for so many of us, from 
California to Texas to Florida 
and Louisiana, Puerto Rico and 
the U.S. Virgin Islands,” Hous- 
ton Democrat Sheila Jackson Lee 
said before the vote on disaster aid. “So I am still 
here begging my colleagues for those who are 
begging in Texas.” 

Heading off a shutdown, the House voted 231- 
188 for the stopgap funding measure. The Senate 
passed the same bill later Thursday 66-32. 

It provides money for the popular Children’s 
Health Insurance Program, but was stripped of 
language on long-term spending, immigration, 
and disaster relief — all contentious issues that 
threatened gridlock and a government shutdown.

Deputies confronted

at a Schertz mobile home park after a lengthy 
manhunt Thursday. 

The woman — a wanted felon and a suspect in 
a car theft — also was killed by the gunfire at the 
Pecan Grove Manufactured Home Community, 
located off FM 78 on the banks of Cibolo Creek. 

She had been trying to break into a mobile 
home while the child was inside when deputies 
caught up to her on the front porch. 

The woman, whose name has not been re- 
leased, had no apparent connection to the child or 
the family inside that mobile home in the 100 
block of Peach Lane, Sheriff Javier Salazar said. 

It was not known what prompted four uni- 
formed deputies to shoot during their final con- 
frontation with the woman, Salazar said.

At least one round penetrated the wall of the 
mobile home and struck the boy in the torso, the 
sheriff reported. 

That child, whose name also was not released, 
later was pronounced dead at University Hospital. 

The child, a student at Wiederstein Elementary 
School in Cibolo, was inside the home with two 
family members, who were not injured. 

Investigators did not find a gun in the slain 
woman's possession after she was killed, but she 
had pointed a firearm at a deputy who found her

Ag chief raked over 
coals in barbecue beef 


In Texas, barbecue is biparti- 
san. 

It’s a uniter, not a divider. 

Leave it to Agriculture Com- 
missioner Sid Miller, however, 
to turn brisket into a wedge 
issue. 

Miller, the clownish lout of 
the state bureaucracy, faces a 
Republican primary challenge 
from former lobbyist Trey 
Blocker, and Blocker exercised 
the baby-back nuclear option 
this week with a new ad accus- 
ing Miller of launching a “War 
on Barbecue.” 

Here’s the back story: In 
April of this year, the Legisla- 
ture (with unanimous support 


in the Senate and only one “no” 
vote in the House) passed 
House Bill 2029, a one-sentence 
piece of legislation exempting 
eating establishments that sell 
food “for immediate consump- 
tion” from state regulations 
requiring scales to be visible to 
customers and subject to $35 
annual certification fees. 

The Legislature acted only 
because Miller had decided in 
2015 to start enforcing a little- 
known, century-old set of 
weights-and-measures reg- 
ulations. 

Miller hated HB 2029 from 
the beginning, and when he got
